No reference number for identifying the structures of the wheel cover is provided in 
accordance with current standard office practice. Drawing with Reference numbers 
identifying the components are needed on the drawings for the purpose of explaining 
the invention in the specification instead of engineering drawings with dimensions. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because: 
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The abstract fails to provide a brief summary of the invention. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means' 1 and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01 (b).

Summary of the Invention and Detail description of the invention sub-sections and 
subtitles are missing from the specification. 

The specification fail to comply to the current office guidelines as described below to 

describe the invention.

Claim Objections 
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4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1 the phrase "I, Douglas S. Huber, claim that I invented and made the design 

by myself." should be deleted as this information does not belong to a claim. 

In claim 1 , the phrase "I am the first to invent this axle cover made from the pattern that 

I designed and made" should be deleted from the claim as this is language that is used 

in the Oath or declaration. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
the instant case, the specification does not include a detail description of the invention 
subsection with reference number to explain the invention in such a manner as to allow 
an ordinary skill in the art to duplicate the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 
an omnibus type claim. Normally, a claim starts with a preamble which states the 
claimed subject matter and followed by the recitation of the structures which sets forth 
the meets and bound of the claim. 

Applicant is advised to look at claim 1 of the US Patent No. 4,355,848 for proper claim 
format. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McCarroll (US 
3,663,0640). 

McCarroll teaches all the limitations of claim 1 by disclosing a wheel cover made from 
casting and comprising a design apttern.
